IN regard to the recent decision 


of tho SiiiJi'ome Court of the United 
States declaring the Civil Itighte act 
of 1875 unconstitutional, it is tho 
opinion of some good lawyers that 
too much importance has been at- 
tachod to that luw, and that tho col- 
ored man is practically as well off 
now as lie would have been if tho 
Supreme Court had decided it valid. 
A legal gentleman, whoso opinions 
are entitled to great respect, holds 
to tho view that the equal privileges 
of inns and public conveyances are 
common-law rigbts, which can bo im- 
foroed without any reference to the 
Civil Eights law. 
But equal privi- 


legos in places of public amusement 
have never been recognized by the 
Federal courts us a right, they hold- 
ing generally that no person him a 
legal right to enter a theater except 
by tho consent of the proprietor. 
The Supreme Court does not deny 
tho right of colored citizens to the 
equal enjoyment of inns and public 
conveyances, but only says that tho 
Federal Government has no power 
to legislate for tlio protection of 
those rights. 
The colored men still

lnw, and if he is denied any of them 
he can recover the damages that he 
can show ho has sustained, before a 
jury.
